With the announcement recently of 
the scheme to form the Western Can- 
ada Colonization and Development 
Lefgue, whose object wags renewed ac- 
tivities for agricultural immigration 
especially, reports have been received 
at the provisional headquarters of this 
erganization at North Battleford, that 
agitations are being started by a num- 
ber of individuals, apparently repre- 
sentatives of newspapers in the old 
country and the United States, with 
the idea of forming local colonizgtion 
schemes, Which so far appear to be 
largely attempts on the part of pri- 
vaie individuals or newspapers to se- 
eure an_ appropriation of money for 
advertising purposes. It was With the 
intent of obviating the squandering 
of money on individual lines that gave 
rise <u the idea of forming one con- 
e organization, to carry on a Cam- 
paign for Western Canada as a whole. 
It was also realized that Western Can- 
ada had a much greater attraction to 
the ywblic of Great Britain and the 
United States than any one locality; 
this conception was backed up almost! 
unanimously by boards of trede end 
city councils from the Pacific coast to} 
the Great Lakes. 

When one considers the fact that for | 
the government year of 1918 eastern | 
Canada reecived 207,000 immigrants, 
whereas Western Canada received 
195,000, it is evident that more ag-; 
gressive methods must be adopted and 
a greater amount of money spent, and! 
spent judicially, to increase the in-} 
finx of immigration and develop the 
resource; of Western Canada. Last! 
year the east was the destination of by 
far the greatest percentage of Can- | 
ada's immigration and this is ac-| 
counted fur by Ontario's increased ac- 
tivity, they having established head- 
quarters in Engiand, with a capable 
and aggressive organization, specifi-| 
eally charged with the duties of ex- 
pediting emigration and development. 

It does not seem that the various | 
provinces of Western Canada have 
been keeping pace with the activities 
of Ontario and, in fact, in some quar-} 
ters it would appear that not only is; 
attempt being made to secure settle-! 
ment but rather that immigration is 
heing deprecated—for what good rea- 
son it is Lard to fathom. It is under- 
stood that the province of Saskatche-! 
wan encourages in the old country} 
merely farm laborers and domestic 
servants to come out; and it is report- 
ed that, personally, the representative 
of Sasaktchewan—filled with the pos- 
sibilities of Western Canada, actually 
encouraged other emigration, for 
which he was severely reprimanded. 

Yo the avernge business man, who 
believes that the developemnt of West- 
eyn Canada as a whole is of greater 
importance than the temporary suc- 
eess of any one political party, the) 
report that there are policies in ex- 
isten antagenistic to increased im- 
migration is of very serious import. 
Such policies should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the farm land brokers, 
as well as by the holders of large 
areas of agricultural lands, which ire! 
held for sa’e and on which taxes are 
at the present time being paid to the 
various municipalities. It is ridicu- 
lous for a municipality to enforce tax- 
ation on vacant lands when especially

cultural settlers, but, as it is repo:t- 
ed, in some cases are actually blocking 
the way.
